Saints Mode!s 


There are many saints who may called models 
devotion our Crucified Lord. 

St. Ignatius Loyola. St. Ignatius was cast into 
prison Salamanca, the suspicion heresy. 
friend who expressed sympathy with him account 
his imprisonment, replied: “It sign that 
have but little love Christ our hearts, deem 
hard fate chains for His sake. declare 
you that all Salamanca does not contain many 
fetters, manacles, and chains, long wear for the 
love Jesus Christ Crucified.” 

St. Francis Assisi. The thought the Man 
Sorrows, who had not whereon lay His head, filled 
him with holy envy the poor, and constrained him 
renounce the wealth and worldly station which 
abhorred. St. Francis, after visiting the East the 
vain quest martyrdom, spent his life, like his Divine 
Master now preaching the multitudes, now 
the desert solitudes fast and contemplation. During 
one these retreats received his hands, feet, 
and side, the print the five bleeding wounds Jesus. 

St. Catherine Ricci. Her special attraction was 
the Passion Christ, which she was permitted 
miraculously participate. the Lent 1541, being 
then years age, she had vision the crucifixion 
heart-rending that she was confined bed for three 
weeks. During years she passed every Friday 
ecstasy. She received the sacred stigmata, the wound 
the left side, and the crown thorns. 

St. Gertrude. Her life was crowded with wonders. 
She has obedience recorded some her visions, 
which she traces words indescribable beauty 
the intimate converse her soul with Jesus and Mary. 
She was filled with great devotion the Passion 
our Lord and His Sacred Heart. Her life was one 
great and almost continuous sufferings, and she longed 
with Jesus. 

St. Helena. her eightieth year she made 
pilgrimage Jerusalem, with the ardent desire dis- 
covering the cross which our Blessed Redeemer 
suffered. After many labors, three crosses were found 
Mt. Calvary, together with the nails and the in- 
scription. still remained identify the true cross 
our Lord. The three were applied successively 
woman affected with incurable disease, and 
sooner had the third touched her than she arose, 
perfectly healed. St. Helena, transported with joy, built 
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most glorious church Mt. Calvary receive the 
precious relic, sending portions Rome and 
Constantinople, where they were solemnly exposed 
the adoration the faithful. 

St. Bridget Sweden. the command our 
Lord, Bridget went pilgrimage the Holy Land, 
and amid the very scenes the Passion, was instructed 
the sacred mysteries. The following revelation was 
made the saint the mouth our Lord: 

When was apprehended the Garden, re- 
ceived scoffs and blows. 

Going Annas, fell seven times. 

They gave 540 blows breast. 

They gave four cruel blows shoulder. 

They raised the hair head, 630 


times. 

They gave thirty blows mouth. 

With anguish sighed 380 times. 

They drew the beard 380 times. 
They gave 6666 stripes with whips. 

10. When was bound the pillar stone, they 
spat into face times. 

11. They put crown thorns upon head. 

12. The soldiers gave 568 stripes with chains. 

13. Falling under the cross, received one mortal 
wound. 

14. They gave vinegar and gall drink. 

15. When was hanging the cross, received five 
large wounds.

Adam. Through Adam, sin and death came all

men; through Jesus Christ have received grace and 
eternal life. Sin and misery came into the world 
Adam’s disobedience; but our redemption 
wrought Jesus Christ, who became obedient even 
unto the death the cross. 

Abel. Abel was just; shepherd; envied his 
brother; slain him; and his blood cried for 
vengeance. Jesus Christ the Most Just, and the Good 
Shepherd mankind. Out envy was persecuted 
and slain His brethren, the Jews. His Blood cries 
continually for grace and pardon for sinful man. 

Noe. Noe was the only just man sinful world: 
Jesus Christ alone, and and Himself, most just, 
most holy. Noe built the ark for the saving the 
human race: Jesus Christ founded the Church order 
that her men might find salvation. Noe preached 
penance and foretold the Deluge: our Lord preached 
penance and foretold the Last Judgment. Noe offered 
sacrifice God, which was well pleasing Him 
that made covenant with him and his 
our Lord, His death the Cross, offered the most 
perfect sacrifice, and obtained for all men pardon, 
grace, and everlasting peace. Noe saved the human 
race the ark: Jesus Christ saves men His Church. 

Melchisedech. Melchisedech was not only king, 
but also priest: Jesus Christ our sovereign king 
and priest. Melchisedech offered bread and wine God 
unbloody sacrifice: Jesus Christ offered Himself 
His Eternal Father the Last Supper, under the 
form bread and wine, and continues the 
Holy Mass. Melchisedech, after the sacrifice, blessed 
Abram and his servants: Jesus Christ, the hand 
His priest, blesses the faithful the end Mass. 

Isaac. The birth Isaac was promised repeatedly 
was the coming Jesus Christ. Isaac was the only 
and dearly beloved son his father: Jesus Christ 
the only-begotten and beloved Son God, whom 
His Father well pleased. Isaac was obedient his 
father, willing, out obedience, give 
his life, letting himself bound, and waiting patiently 
for his death-stroke: Jesus Christ was obedient His 
Heavenly Father, unto death, even unto the death 
the cross. Isaac himself carried the mountain the 
wood which was slaughtered: Jesus Christ 
carried Calvary the cross which was 
die. Isaac was saved from death the wonderful inter- 
vention angel: Jesus Christ was brought back 
life the greatest all miracles, His resurrection. 

Joseph. Joseph, the beloved, obedient, and 
son his father, was envied his brethren, ill-treated 
them, sold, and given over the Gentiles: also 
Jesus. Joseph was repeatedly tempted, and yet did not 
sin: also Jesus. Joseph was falsely accused and 
unjustly condemned. Jesus suffered patiently and 
resignedly between two malefactors. Joseph was set 
free from prison, and made ruler over the whole land: 
Jesus was raised from the prison the tomb, and 
sitteth the right hand His Father. Joseph was 
called the savior the world, because saved the 
Egyptians from famine: Jesus indeed the Savior 
the world, because has redeemed the whole world 
from sin and hell. Joseph forgave and excused his 
brethren, did our Lord, hanging the cross, forgive 
His enemies, and pray for them: forgive them, 
for they know not what they do!” 
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Job. Job suffering the most profound grief soul, 
seeing nothing but miserable death before him and 
robbed all human consolation, fell down the 
ground, praying and humbly resigning himself God’s 
will. Thus did our Lord the Garden Gethsemani. 

Moses. Through Moses God instituted the Old Law, 
which account called the mediator the Old 
Law. Jesus Christ instituted the New Law. Moses, 
child, was condemned death cruel king, and 
was saved wonderful way; Jesus Christ was con- 
demned Herod, and also wonderfully saved. Moses 
forsook the king’s court help his persecuted 
brethren; the Son God left the glory heaven 
save sinners. Moses prepared himself the desert 
for his vocation, freed his people from slavery, and 
proved his divine mission great miracles; Jesus 
Christ proved still greater miracles that was the 
only-begotten Son God. Moses was the advocate 
his people; Jesus was our advocate with His Father 
the cross, and eternally heaven. Moses was 
the lawgiver his people and announced them the 
word God; Jesus Christ the supreme lawgiver, 
and not only announced God’s word, but Himself the 
Eternal Word made flesh. Moses was the leader the 
people the Promised Land: Jesus our leader 
our journey heaven. 

Josue. Josue led the Israelites into the Land 
Promise, and triumphantly conquered it. Jesus Christ, 
His Death and Resurrection, has overcome sin, 
Satan, and death, and has opened the kingdom 
heaven. leads there His doctrine, His 
example and His grace, and especially 
baptism. 

Gedeon. Gedeon was the savior his people; Jesus 
Christ the Savior the whole world. Like Gedeon, 
our Lord during His early years led humble, hidden 
life. Gedeon overcame his numerous enemies with 
few soldiers, did our Lord overcome the pagan 
world His few Apostles and disciples, whose only 
weapons were the trumpet (preaching) the Gospel, 
and the torches (the light) good works. 

Samson. His birth was announced angel: 
also was the birth Jesus Christ. overcame 
lion: Jesus Christ has overcome the infernal lion. 
fought and conquered, all alone, and with ignoble 
weapon: Jesus Christ fought and conquered, all alone, 
the despised cross. was betrayed for money, was 
given the enemy the men his own tribe, 
and was bound and mocked: thus was with Jesus. 
Samson gave his life for his people, doing his enemy 
much injury his death: Jesus offered Himself 
His own will, and His death overcame sin and 
Satan. Samson lifted and carried away the gates 
and bolts Gaza: Jesus Christ, His resurrection, 
threw open the gates and burst asunder the bolts 
the grave. 

David. was born Bethlehem; led hidden 
life during his youth, and conquered Goliath with 
contemptible weapon: Jesus overcame Satan means 
whom had done nothing but good; was patient 
and full love toward his enemies. was both 
prophet and king; ascended the Mount Olives, 
crossing the brook Cgdron, bowed down with grief: 
and returned Jerusalem (the type 
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the Ascension), having gained the victory over his 
enemies the right hand 

Solomon. Solomon find type the glorified 
Redeemer. Solomon built the Temple strong and 
well-hewn stones: Jesus Christ founded the spiritual 
temple, the Church, the rock Peter and the 
Apostles, making one united whole. The queen 
Saba came Solomon, testify her reverence for him, 
and load him with presents: our Lord came the three 
Magi from the East adore Him and offer Him costly 
gifts. Solomon, seated majesty his lofty and 
magnificent throne, ruled over many nations. Jesus 
Christ, raised the throne heaven and sitting 
the right hand God the Father, rules with divine 
majesty over the nations the earth and over the 
whole host heaven. 

Elias. raised life the son the widow 
Sarepta: our Lord raised life the son the widow 
Naim. multiplied the meal and oil: our Lord 
multiplied the loaves and fishes. Moreover Elias fasted 
forty days the wilderness, was hated and persecuted 
the ungodly, was sorrowful even unto death, was 
strengthened angel, was translated heaven 
the sight his disciples, and will come again the 
end the world. 

Jonas. Jonas was the whale’s belly three days 
and three nights, was the Son man the heart 
the earth three days and three nights. was sent 
not only the Jews, but also the Gentiles: our Lord 
came and died for both Jews and Gentiles. Jonas offered 
himself die his own free will, appease God’s 
anger, and save his fellow passengers. Our Lord went 
willingly death order satisfy the divine justice 
and save us, His brethren, from eternal death. 


Material Types the Redeemer 


The Ram Mt. Moriah. The ram whose head was 
caught the thorns, was sacrificed instead Isaac; 
Jesus Christ, who was crowned with thorns, offered 
Himself for the cross. 

Jacob’s Ladder. This ladder stood the earth, and 
its top reached heaven, even the throne God; 
and thus joined earth heaven. sin, this earth 
had separated itself from heaven (from God). Men had 
become the enemies God, and had lost all means 
attaining heaven. Therefore the Son God came 
down from heaven, and, doing, put end the 
enmity between heaven and earth. made satisfaction 
for us, and regained for the grace and inheritance 
heaven which had lost. Jesus Christ the true 
heavenly ladder. His teaching has shown 
the way heaven, and His death has won 
for grace, the strength which may climb up. 

The Paschal Lamb. The paschal lamb was 
without blemish: Jesus Christ the Most Pure, the 
Most Holy, lamb unspotted and undefiled.” The 
paschal lamb was killed, and its blood spilt: Jesus 
Christ was slain for the altar the cross, and 
shed all His Blood for us. the paschal lamb 
bone was broken”: contrary the usual custom 
with those crucified, not one our Lord’s bones was 
broken. Through the blood the paschal lamb the 
Israelites were saved from the temporal death: through 
the Precious Blood Jesus Christ are saved from 
the spiritual death sin, and the eternal death hell. 
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The Rock the Desert. The water flowing from 
the rock type the stream divine grace, which, 
proceeding from our Savior who was pierced for us, 
flows down the languishing souls men. 

The Brazen Serpent. the brazen serpent was 
raised high, Jesus Christ was raised the 
cross. Whoever was bitten poisonous snake was 
cured turning his eyes faith the brazen serpent. 
we, when our souls are wounded the infernal 
serpent, shall healed our sins, we, being full 
faith, turn our eyes our crucified Savior. 


Types the Holy Cross 


The Tree Knowledge. the Tree Knowl- 
edge was decided whether man would choose 
good evil, Christ the Crucified “set for the fall 
and for the resurrection many.” They who believe 
Him crucified, and follow Him, will obtain eternal 
life; but those who will not believe the crucified 
Savior, and will not follow Him, will eternally lost. 
The devil conquered means the Tree Knowl- 
but the cross was conquered. With the one, 
sin began; with the other, redemption and salvation. 

The Wood Mara. The wood, which made the 
waters sweet, type the cross Jesus Christ. 
His cross makes sweet us, all that bitter and 
distasteful. First, gives the grace patient, 
and, second, teaches bear all sufferings cheer- 
fully, for love Him who suffered much for us. 

The Green Staff Aaron. Aaron’s rod, which 
blossomed and bore fruit, type the holy cross, 
which the Blood Christ has brought forth such 
wonderful fruits grace and virtue. 

Cross Bearing the Brazen Serpent. The brazen 
serpent set pole type our Divine Savior. 
Himself, His discourse with Nicodemus, told 
him that was so: “As Moses lifted the serpent 
the desert, must the Son Man lifted up, that 
whosoever believeth Him may not perish, but may 
have life everlasting.”

The March, 1932, number The Homilitic Monthly 
published the following article concerning these in- 
dulgences 

the course centuries many indulgences have 
been granted various Popes for the devotion the 
Way the Cross. some the original documents 
containing those concessions had been lost 
course time, was impossible know precisely 
what indulgences had been conceded. order have 
certainty the matter, the Holy Father revokes all 
former concessions indulgences the Way the 
Cross and prescribes that the following indulgences 
only can gained wherever the Stations the Way 
the Cross have been legitimately erected 

Way the Cross made. 

additional plenary indulgence granted 
those who receive Holy Communion the day 
which they make the Way the Cross, also, they 
have made the Way the Cross ten times during one 
month, those who receive Holy Communion any 
day during that month. 

partial indulgence ten years and many 
quarantines granted for each Station one has 
started the Way the Cross and does not for any 
reasonable cause finish the same. 

same indulgences are granted those persons 
who for reason illness, travel, other legitimate 
reason cannot visit place where the Stations the 
Way the Cross are erected, provided they hold 
their hands crucifix blessed with the Stations the 
Way the Cross and recite twenty Our Fathers, Hail 
Marys, and Glorys. for any reasonable cause they 
cannot recite all twenty Our Fathers, etc., necessary 
gain the plenary indulgence, they can gain for each 
Our Father, Hail Mary and Glory partial indulgence 
ten years and many quarantines. person 
ill that can only kiss look the crucifix blessed 
with the indulgences the Way the Cross, and 
cannot even pronounce ejaculatory prayer, may 
nevertheless gain the plenary indulgence” (Sacred 
Penitentiary, October 20, 1931; Acta Ap. Sedis, 
522).

ITH the awakening Nature the spring 
comes arousing interest, among the stu- 
dents, their future. the dreamtime 
the year, and consequently time when should open 
new vistas for them; new avenues thought. Why 
not use some that precious time explain the reli- 
life? Don’t you think dream two that 
subject would very beneficial 
The meaning the religious life well stated 
little pamphlet found some time ago, entitled, The 
Hidden Treasure. very humble soul 
written it, for there was name attached it. read 
follows: 


The religious life may defined thus: the mode life 
adopted persons aspiring Christian perfection the 
vows perpetual poverty, chastity, and obedience. 
can described state which the obstacles perfec- 
are removed and the means thereto furnished. This does 
not mean that perfect union with God not possible outside 
the religious state, that convents and monasteries harbor 
none but the spiritually perfect; merely means that this 
state, its very nature, fitted make men and women 
holy. 


There are two great divisions the religious life, 
the male and the female. The male division again 
divided into two parts, the priesthood and the brother- 
hood. should not fail emphasize the difference 
between secular and religious priest. The secular 
priest, his calling, not obliged take any vows, 
The religious priest, however, bound his calling 
take the vows prescribed his order, and they are 
usually three: poverty, chastity, and obedience. That 
about the only thing that need stressed the 
religion teacher when discussing the priesthood. Most 
our boys are well acquainted with the life and work 
our priests, the requirements the priesthood, the 
exalted dignity the priest dignity superior 
that the greatest potentate earth. the simplest 
priests given powers not granted the most 
exalted the angels. And only because teachers 
and pupils alike are well acquainted with the priest- 
hood that giving the subject such small space 
this paper. the actual religion class, however, 
teachers should spend all the time necessary. Em- 
phasize particularly the three great requisites for 
vocation. (See for March.) 

Teachers who are not acquainted with the 
different religious orders priests the United States 
should little studying that subject. know 
one book explaining all the orders, but their 
names, and the places where they are located, can 
found the Official Catholic Directory, reference 
tool with which every religion teacher should 
acquainted. 

Now let consider the religious brothers. How few 
religion teachers know anything about them, and 
those who do, fewer still fully realize their importance, 


and the wonderful work they are doing the Church 
today! remarkable that there are many 
brothers considering the amount indifference they 
have put with, and you think that over- 
emphasizing the matter, let say that the weight 
fifteen years actual experience, study, and personal 
contact are side. 

Our Brothers (Scott, Foresman and Co., Chicago) 
find brother defined man who takes the 
three religious vows, who wears distinct garb, who 
follows religious rule, and who does not aspire 
the priesthood.” The three requisites for vocation 
must again stressed this point. 

There are three divisions the brotherhood, and 
each one these should discussed. (This not 
lesson simply for those who are desirous entering 
the religious life, but lesson that should 
drilled into every student. will give him knowledge 
the great work carried his Church.) They are: 
(1) the brothers who the manual and domestic work 
the monasteries; (2) those who conduct male hospi- 
tals and nurse the sick; (3) those who are engaged 
teaching schools, colleges, and universities. 


The Working Brothers 


The first group are sometimes referred work- 
ing brothers. Their importance can scarcely over- 
emphasized. Such brothers are usually found com- 
munities with priests, and some orders teaching 
brothers. Men who join such brotherhoods are usually 
those who not care teach. The chief difference 
between the working brothers 
brothers lies the fact that the former ordinarily 
not pursue further studies after the completion 
their novitiate. join them one does not need have 
much education, but one must have all the other qual- 
ities. Some people think that any Catholic man even 
deformed physically slightly unsound mentally, 
long pious, should acceptable. Nothing 
more foreign truth. The good reputation the 
community depends upon its members, and oftentimes 
order judged one more its men. From 
this should seen that only high type man 
can chosen. This cannot stressed too much! 
only when and where personal qualifications are high 
hat order progresses and able the work 
Almighty God wants do. 

Men who join the working brothers should have 
some trade profession, have qualifications that 
will make them valuable the community. Every 
order needs men for cooks, bakers, farmers, dairymen, 
plumbers, housekeepers, laundry, printing, bookkeep- 
ers, sacristans, tailors, infirmarians, 
employments. While engaged such tasks, and follow- 
ing his rule, which means sanctifying himself, the 
brother doing work most pleasing the sight 
God. He, his occupation home, making 
possible for the teachers and missionaries his order 
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spread the reign Christ upon earth, and thus save 
souls for heaven! Could anything 


The Nursing Brothers 


The second division the nursing brothers. There 
are orders whose members conduct 
insane asylums, and homes for aged men. How few 
know about such brothers! There are many young 
men living the world boys our own religion 
classes who would glad become religious and 
serve God the persons the sick they but knew 
that there were communities engaged such work. 
Think the number souls that might saved 
were there thousands brother nurses care for the 
poor broken bodies men that now fill our public 
hospitals simply because there are other places for 
them! Would not the religious man while caring for 
the needs sick bodies care also for the souls? Think 
the despairing souls that might saved the reli- 
gious solicitude single nursing brother the course 
his lifetime the hospital. Would not great 
reward come the teacher who would inspire but one 
young man enter such order? 


The Teaching Brothers 


The third division the teaching brothers. One 
the great needs the Church today the teaching 
brother, and yet what being done inform our 
young men this great wonder just how many 
religion teachers our schools today could give their 
boys adequate information concerning the orders 
teaching brothers. Why this indifference matter 
such grave importance? more can the excuse 
offered that information not readily available 
this subject! Scott, Foresman and Co., Chicago, have 
published book entitled Our Brothers which explains 
different orders brothers this country, and 
one can get information our teaching brother- 
hoods. 

The essential requisites for vocation the teach- 
ing brotherhoods are the same any other. The 
big difference that one who aspires the teaching 
profession must gifted with talents which can 
developed high degree. The truth that statement 
can readily appreciated when consider that 
brothers teach high schools, colleges, and univer- 
sities. 

often hear said that certain person became 
brother because couldn’t learn Latin 
ordained priest. Well, the first place, that person 
was never called priest would have been 
able learn his Latin, for God does not call people 
walks life which they cannot attain. 
teaching brothers have have college degrees, and 
order get such they must have knowledge some 
foreign language. true, however, that for many, 
particularly those who teach high schools, their 
knowledge Latin does not have thorough 
priest’s should be. think too many cover over 
their failure pass seminary requirements upon Latin, 
instead putting the blame where belongs, either 
upon improper choice state life, undue 
persuasion parents and others who consider only 
their own desires and not God’s plans. 

The sooner Catholics learn the high standards 
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required become teaching brothers the better off all 
concerned will be. The sooner religion teachers become 
convinced that the aid they give young men desirous 
becoming religious should not influenced 
human motives, but should follow God’s plans, the 
fewer misfits will have. And the sooner they be- 
come convinced that the more brothers have the 
more priests there will be, the sooner will Christ’s 
kingdom come! 


The Teacher’s Part 


When boy comes his teacher and tells him that 
would like become brother, the teacher should 
consider the boy’s talents and possibilities, and explain 
him different orders which might fit, better 
still, have hand booklets explaining the different 
communities, and give them the boy. the young 
man already feels that wants join certain 
definite order, the first part the process should 
omitted, unless the teacher feels that that particular 
boy should not, account lack necessary quali- 
fications, enter. that every other case, the 
teacher should tell the boy keep the secret him- 
self, ask him make novena the Holy Ghost, the 
Blessed Virgin, some patron saint for help know 
God’s will, and then tell the boy come back the 
end the novena. The teacher should likewise pray 
during that time. the young man still feels that 
wants join that order, then advise him write for 
information the order, and leave the case the 
religious superiors. When such procedure followed, 
God’s grace will have chance act without 
hindrance. should borne mind that God Him- 
self the Master the vineyard, and certainly the 
Master should know best where the laborers are 
needed.

THIS article attempt made show that 
the principles design when applied represen- 
tation bring about arrangements pleasing the 

eye. This application theory leads effective 
composition. 

the minds many people, there obtains the 
thought that artist representing nature should 
reproduce every detail. This idea has been the 
cause much unsatisfactory so-called art much that 
painfully true nature but totally valueless all 
other ways. All this due the fact that the relation 
graphic representative art and design has not 
been recognized accepted. this disregard rela- 
tionship that often leaves drawings plants 
correct botanically but without power interest any 
who are not deeply interested the science plant 
life. 

knowledge the application design pictorial 
work enables the artist select from nature what 
desirable and essential and reject what not. This 
knowledge gives him the power simplify, very 
necessary process, and thereby render his picture easy 
interpret. This latter point counts for much. 

good thought for him who would represent nature 
drawing and color keep mind that sugges- 
tions should taken from nature and presented the 
observer the basis design. This statement 
way advocates forgetting truth representation. Truth 
indeed desirable and may incorporated 
arranged drawing even better than one that poorly 
arranged. Neither does the theme this paragraph 
suggest that plant life should reduced decoration. 
The term “design” used here its broader meaning. 
graphic work are not permitted distort dis- 
figure the subject. must not make one thing 
another entirely different nature. 

Design its application representation should

From the preceding paragraphs evident that 
success plant-life representation depends largely 
upon the planning which the artist does proceeds 
with his work. does not keep mind those points 
which appeal the eye pointed out the previous 
study decoration, cannot hope have his product 
fulfill the first purpose picture interest 
observer. The more extensive the artist’s ability 
diversify arrangement, the further will creat- 
ing beauty the more expressive representation 
will be. 

The illustrations accompanying this discussion are 
planned show what the application the principles 
spacing and varying will for representation.

Textbooks and Teachers’ Manuals 


Our attention was called recently two books 
religion used German schools. One was very large 
volume and the other was small one. The first was 
teacher’s manual giving with considerable richness 
detail lesson plans for each step the instruction. 
The other book was brief compendious summary 
what the teacher was teach placed the hands 
the students. 

These two books were very clear indication the 
great oral tradition instruction Germany. re- 
vealed the very great importance the teacher and 
oral instruction. 

This situation striking contrast with our own. 
The textbook dominates the American educational 
situation the way that the teacher and oral instruc- 
tion dominates the German educational situation. But 
strangely enough, should noted that recently 
some extraordinary textbooks religion have been 
published Germany that might suggestive for 
American situations. 

The American educational tradition was long ago 
described Dr. William Harris 
follows 


presupposed that the chief work the pupil 
school the mastery textbooks containing systematic 
treatises giving the elements branches learning taught 
the schools. For the United States more than 
other country textbook instruction has predominated over 
oral instruction, its method this respect being nearly the 
opposite the method vogue the elementary schools 
Germany. The evil memorizing words without un- 
derstanding their meaning verifying the statements 
made the textbook incident this method and 
perhaps the most widely prevalent defect teaching 
found the schools the United States. con- 
demned universally, but, nevertheless, practiced.

The American method textbook instruc- 
tion throws the child upon the printed page and holds 
responsible for its mastery. Hence even the worst 
verbal memorizing there perforce acquired 
with language appears the eye 
printed form which gradually becomes more useful for 
scholarly purposes than the knowledge speech address 
the ear. This the case all technical, scientific 
and all poetry and literary prose; the new 
new shades meaning require the mind 
pause and reflect. This can done reading but not 

This must keep mind. must have religion, 
textbooks that are much richer content than the 
run the market. There must provision 
too for supplementary activities the children pro- 
moting reflection and organization the material 
the light his experience. Bigger textbooks, 
textbooks, and better textbooks will together. 

But bigger and richer and better textbooks will get 
nowhere unless teachers know how use them and 
so. Because the oral teaching method not 
strong America, and more particularly because the 
teachers are not well trained, there greater need 
America develop richer and more specific manuals 
for teachers than Germany. How effective textbooks 
will be, will depend considerable degree upon the 
kind manuals prepared guide the teacher their 
use, and upon her capacity use the suggestions for 
the children her class.

EET Francis Thompson biography, meet Francis 
Thompson his letters, and you meet lonely, fright- 

ened child-man; man full joy and sadness, exul- 
tation and despair paradoxical figure. Look into the heart 
Francis Thompson, look into the soul Francis Thompson, 
and you see hungry, heart-hungry, man-child; little child 
who unspoiled, uncontaminated, and eternally youthful 
cobrother Divine Love. Peer into the mind Francis 
Thompson, peer into the animus Francis Thompson and 
you find throbbing, heart-purged Poet, poet whose lyric 
sweetness and intensity rivals that Shelley and Crashaw, 
poet whose unparalleled energy and dramatic ability out- 
shines that Byron, poet whose warm, eager personality 
vibrates the words that come redolent the sweet- 
ness his nature. Meet Francis Thompson his works and 
you meet Poet, for poet one who sees the things about 
with spectroscopic eyes, breaks the white light beauteous 
loveliness into prismatic colors, and holds his experiment 
for all see.

Because the pulsating heart Francis 
Thompson had been seared and charred the burning flames 
pain, his soul could rise and soar the upper ether and lave 
itself the sweet waters pure joy. wonder that pain- 
wracked heart Francis Thompson could exultingly gasp 
forth those wondrous words The Hound Heaven: 

“Designer Infinite, 

Ah. must Thou char the wood ere Thou canst limn with it?’ 
How like St. Francis Assisi uttering, “If bear all these in- 


juries with patience and joy, thinking the sufferings our 
Blessed Lord, Brother Leo, write that here, finally cause 
for perfect joy,” are not the words this star-weary poet! 
Every line the poetry Francis Thompson quivers with 
the pain his arrow-shot heart. Read the truth this 
knew the twenty withered years 
flower, but twenty shriveled years” 
his Poppy. Turn the Sere the Leaf and feel the quak- 
ing heartbeats such lines these: 
“Does not Song, like the queen radiant Love, Hellene. 
Float dripping from the bitter sea?” 


The heart, censered fire whence fuming chants aspire. 

fed with oozed gums precious pain.” 

because Francis Thompson shows his 
pleading heart that love him. because Francis Thomp- 
son has espoused his Lady Love, his bride, Pain, that 
chant his praises. every new dream castle enthrones 
Lady Pain; every new child play dances with Lacy 
Pain. Then childlike, turns about with elfin grace ask: 
“Will you not love Lady Pain?” Because Francis 
son superbly the poet pain, becomes virtue 
dart, the master poet beauty and loveliness, splendor 
and brightness. Even Keats, poet glamour and 
dares less bravely look inte the sun than does the eaglet. 
Francis Thompson, who looks with steady gaze into its very 
burning heart. other poet has dared take such childlike 
delight embodying abstractions with suitable figurative dic- 
tion. this that makes realize the Poet, Francis Thomp- 
son. Where all English literature will you find the exuber 
ance magnificent language Thompson; where else 
will you find such fiery winged words? Only poet, com- 
panioned with anguish and loneliness, with torture 
break, can utter words that will pierce the veil the sun: 
such poet Francis Thompson. his Snowflake mys- 
tifies one with the majestic loveliness such lines these: 


“Oh, filigree petal! 
Fashioned purely, 
Fragilely, surely.” 


“God was shaper, 

Passing 

hammered, wrought me. 
From curled silver vapor, 


With His graver frost.” 


Francis Thompson? Poet. None other but him 
successfully visualized palpable language the 
powers nature. His poems drip with the beauteous 
ness his prismatic coloring; his songs tremble with the 
heartthrobs his winged words; his dreams shatter into 
million parts the intangible forces creation. took the 
eted vision Francis Thompson look poppy and 

“Summer set lip earth’s bosom 

And left the print poppy there: 

Like yawn fire from the grass 

And the fanning wind puffed flapping flame. 
With burnt mouth, red like lion’s drank 

The blood the sun.” 
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And then took the scorched heart Francis Thompson 
append such lines immediately after: 
“Though with bruised poppies feet are red!” 


“Oh, frankly fickle, and fickly true,” 


hang mid men needless head, 
And fruit dreams theirs bread.” 

You find the same delicate, colorful touches exotic charm 
his Dream Tryst, Arab Love Song, Fallen Yew, and the 
same time you encounter his bruised heart. You have been 
treading the floors the poet’s purged heart all, except the 
“heart’s heart” which his Fallen Yew, says admirably 
has, 

keys the cincture hung God; 
Its gates are trepidant His nod; 
Him its floors are trod.” 


You have been wooed and won the staircase which 
has built for you that you might mount with him the 
great White Throne. Long after you have put Francis Thomp- 
son by, those glowing, startling, exalting phrases will remain 
like sealed phials precious liquid, for you have read Poems, 
and his poems drip wine from the heart pressed between the 
vision beauty without and responsive emotion within. You 
have met, seen, and peered into the heart Poet, peculiarly 
child-poet, who always rushing the stars, peeking 
from behind their points and pulling the tassels 
cincture. 

“My says Wisdom, “‘is pillar cloud.” With 
Aquinas and the Assisian, Francis Thompson may reiterate, 
“My dwelling pillar cloud.” Mysticism the touch 
God. Did say that Francis tugged the tassels 
cincture? did more than that. dared embrace Him, 
feel the fragrance His breath, let his lonely, mis- 
understood heart beat against the wounded side His heart, 
for Francis was Mystic. Know you what mystic? 
one that has spirit sublimated from the natural 
the supernatural; soar aloft and see created 
Charity, and spiritualize with its burning coals, did the 
angel the lips Isaias, the powers nature, label them 
with attribute God, and then focus all them into 
one burning spot: God’s Love. 

Representative all these mystic elements Francis 
Thompson. The spiritual element human nature never had 
more ardent more eloquent exponent. Because the 
lips Francis Thompson had been touched with divine fire, 
was able burst into song, pure, sweet, celestial song; be- 
cause Divine Love had struck him with dart and lance, until 
pierced lay the ground, was able cry out his 
Love and the Child transport joy: 

“To the tender God turn: 
Pardon, Love most high! 

For think those arms were even Thine, 
And that Child was even I!” 

Francis Thompson mystic those lines; has car- 
tied you with him up, up, up. inspired; his eye trans- 
fixed Love, his cheek aflame with Love. his lip a-crimson, 
becomes child child-mystic. Listen the mysticism, 
the “ultimate daring religious consciousness” his Making 
Viola: 

“Spin, daughter spin, 
Spin tress for Viola.” 


“Scoop, young Jesus, for her eyes 
Wood-browned pools Paradise.” 


“Breathe, 
Crystal soul for 
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From drawing Everard Meynell. 


Who but soul fire with divine could have ut- 
tered such words? Take his Little Jesus and note the childish 
intimacy the lines: 

“Little Jesus, wast Thou shy 
Once, and just small 


Thou ever any toys.. 
Like little girls and boys?” 


“Did Thy Mother the night, 
Kiss Thee, and fold the clothes right? 
And didst Thou feel quite good bed, 
Kissed and sweet and Thy prayers said?” 

the child-mystic that draws the Hand God reach 
down and stroke one His little friends. Not Shelley, not 
Keats, not even Wordsworth, ever drew close nature 
find nature Nature’s veriest heart. took the mystic 
Francis, akin his namesake, the seraph Assisi, this.

fluttered and fell and veered again toward Light that is, 
scorch himself its life-giving beams. knew other 
mystic ever knew that live one must die die the senses. 
His poems blur with the plea for the renunciation self; for 
the death self life; for the ultimate union self 
Life. most truly the mystic the Sun, and such 
has given the culmination Catholic symbolism his 
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Orient Ode. was for Francis show that the ceremony 
the day perfect symbol the ceremony the Mass. 
was for Francis with reverent hand raise aloft the 
sun, perfect symbol that Divine, most life-giving Eucharist, 
which “day” the dedicated priest 
“Lifted slowly, lifteth sweetly, 
From out its orient tabernacle.” 

You bow your head; you strike your breast chants: 
Salutaris Hostia, quae coeli pandis ostium!” With delicate 
touch shows how the sun the life the earth, God 
the life the soul, and with “winged feet runs through 
all the windy earth about” shouting: 

“Thy proper blood dost Thou not give, 

That earth, the gusty Maenad, drink and dance? 
Art thou not life them that live? 

Yea, glad twinkling advent, Thou dost dwell 
Within our body tabernacle.” 


“Thou thy spousal universe 
Art husband, she thy Wife and Church”; 


“Thou, for the life all that live 
The Victim daily born and sacrificed; 
whom the pinion this longing verse 
Beats with the fire which first Thyself didst give. 
That mystic art; that the apex all Catholic 
and that tone strikes the highest pitch the mysticism 
Francis Thompson. Because experienced the truth his 
own lines,

With the apocalyptic St. John soar with him “up 
vistaed hopes” and then like the soul Gerontius look into 
the Source and with lightning speed shoot 
adown titanic glooms chasmed fears.” Was ever there 
soul that fled and chased and paced “the long savannahs 
the blue” did the soul Francis Thompson? Was ever 
there soul lanced and smitten, tortured and 
only find, alas! that “all things fly her, for she fiieth 
Him,” the soul Francis Thompson? Ah, but there ul- 
timate mystic daring those final lines: 
“Rise, clasp Hand and come, 
Ah, fondest, blindest, weakest, 
whom thou seekest, 
Thou dravest love from thee 
Who dravest Me.” 
You seek farther for realization mysticism Francis 
Thompson for his Hound Heaven drenched with the 
blood that has oozed from his heart when pressed close 
embrace with Him from whom had fled: 
“Down the nights and down the days; 
Down the arches the years; 
Down the labyrinthine ways 
his own mind.” 
Through the “wood-browned pools” the mystic Thomp- 
son see peering the eyes winsome child. Who 
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better than the misunderstood child mystic knew what 
meant “to little that the elves can reach whisper 
your ear”; “to live nutshell and count yourself the 
king infinite space”; 

“To see world grain sand, 
And Heaven wild flower, 

Hold Infinity the palm your hand, 
And Eternity hour?” 

Francis Thompson was mystic poet, was more es- 
sentially mystic poet-child. was the veriest childlikeness 
Francis that made him mystic and the mystic that made 
him poet; for, child God’s pattern unspoiled; is, accord- 
ing our Lord, the goal our striving; has come lately 
from the Creator’s hands that the windows the visioning 
soul are still undimmed, whence the child sees with unbiased 
eyes all things that God has made. you become 
little children, you shall not enter into the kingdom 
heaven,” said our Lord. wonder Francis could “dance 
and out the gates heaven,” gleefully clap his hands and 
call: 

“Pass the crystalline sea, the Lampads seven: 
Look for the nurseries heaven.” 
never had become little child; had never ceased 
being child, and heaven was his rightful home. Because 
was such little, little child, his baby talk did not frighten 
bird nor bee nor flower nor tree. romped with the cherubs 
will; pulled wide-eyed daisies and twined them around Our 
Lady tair; ruffled the skirts eventide and threw down 
sweet dream kisses song and rime. Nurtured the nurser- 
ies heaven, why would not exclaim Flesh: 
“Sister, not shamed 
Before the Cherubim 
vaunt flesh Thy kin”? 

played with the fingers God’s hand; knew the 
fragrance His breath; cuddled against His bosom and 
could syllable forth: 

“Its breast was hollowed the tooth eld; 
And boys, there creeping unbeheld, 
laughing moment 


“And its boughs did close and kindly nest 
The birds they within its breast, 
all its leaves caressed.” 

Child-lonely Francis Thompson knew what meant have 
tender heart that told its secrets elves and fairies 
and things that creep; heart that could ache. “Ache” says 
Cheated Elsie, 

“And that all thy sorrow? 
Beware, beware heart will break!” 

The very familiarity Francis with Heaven that entitled 
him litter its nursery with his blocks that has set 
rime with God; stand the big-lipped surprise His 
anvil; watch wide-eyed the fashioning flowers made him 
send down this valentine: 

“God took bit Paradise wind 

slip coerule weather, 

thought simple Himself, 

And ravelled them together. 

Unto His eyes held there. 

teach gazing debonair 

With memory what, perdie. 

God’s young innocences were. 

His fingers pushed through the sod 
came redolent God, 

Garrulous the eyes God 

all the breezes near it; 

Musical the mouth God 

all have ears hear it; 

Mystical with the mirth God 

That glowlike did ensphere it.” 

His baby song always sweet and charming; there 
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touch his “curled silver vapors” mingled with the pound- 
ing his hammer the child Francis builds with his blocks 
such childlike fancies Daisies, Monica, Kingdom 
God, Any Saint. Great Poet, greater Mystic, was 
Child. the last remains the enchanted child; 
the child that forever playing with God’s box toys, the 
hild that lisps the gossips heaven; the child that reach- 
out wee arms understood. was souls like 
soul Francis Thompson that pressed the lifeblood from 
heartbeats that hearts less pure than his might 
live. Francis knew other knew what meant 
child; feel child’s griefs and sorrows; know child’s 
joys and delights; speak child’s language, and was this 
very quality him that made him lisp forth:

So, from among His thousand thousands who “post and 
haste o’er land and sea His God selected Francis 
Thompson especially, endowed him with extraordinary talent 
discern minutely God’s own fingerprints nature, and 
throw them many times enlarged (for only those thus par- 
ticularly chosen can see His handiwork its exquisite 
unaided aught but His special light) upon the screen 
esthetic appreciation for all the world see: God planned 
from all eternity that this special soul should poet’s soul. 

The fine arts are rated the order stair that leads 
union with the “Master all good workmen,” and the highest 
these all men know poetry. With high God sets 
high goal. The goal set for Francis Thompson was con- 
sequently correspondingly high. The highest goal closest 
union with God, and the most intimate union, theologians tell 
us, gratuitously given where God finds responsive souls.

1907. November 13, died beautiful and holy death.
